his professional action are .still hypothet- 
ical, and rnny or may not bo correct. 
We know that he has discovered that 
many of the methods his father used 
were unwise and deleterious, and that 
the doses his grandfather gave often 
hastened the result they were intended 
to prevent and hindered what they were 
designed to induce. 


Wo kii 3W not only that he is a. man, 


and then fore fallible, but that his pro- 
fessional science, like his father's and 
grandfather's, is progressive, and is et)il 
very far from being exact. Nevertlie 
less when anything ails us, in ppite of 
all wo know of his limitations, we fly to 
him as though he were all wise, and do 
as nearly what he tells us as our flesh 
and our pockets permit.

Tho childlike trust in our physicians

THE SI1/TEB QUESTION 


John 3. Kuox, who was Controller of the 


Currency when stiver was demonetized, 
and, we believe, drafted the demonetization 
Act af i.1873, undertook a reply to the 
argument of Senator Stewart in favor of 
free coinage. Mr. KB ox contends that the 
silver mines under the present law have a 
sure market lor $60,000,000 worth of silver 
every year, while under a free coinage law 
the Government would cease to be a 
purchaser of silver, and every holder ol 
bullion could take it to the mint and hate 
It stamped into dollars. The result, Mr. 
Kaox Buys, will be tbe mlver standard, ag 
the stamped pieces of silver will have a 
purchasing power of the value of the bull- 
ion therein, and no more. Mr. Kuox, of 
course, forgets to state that the stamped 
pieces of silver will contain as much silver 
tindur free coinage as they do now, and the 
bullion producer will realizo $1 29.29 per 
ounce for his silver, exactly what the Gov- 
ernment receives for it now, no more and 
no less. 


Senator Stewart snya Kuox avoids the 


issue. He iuvitad him to prove "that there 
is gold enough" and he doss not allude to 
that question. The most industrious and 
intelligent statisticians maintain that there 
ha^ been no increase of gold coin in the 
commercial world in the last eighteen 
years, nnd the events of the last twelve 
months hive revealed the fact that the 
supply of gold coin is altogether inade- 
quate. 


Bays the Senator: 
"Before the fail- 


ure 
of 
the 
Barings 
the 
commercial 


world was ignorant of the meagre supply 
of gold. 
Confidence supplied the place of 


coin. 
Credit and business 
expanded. 


Knowledge of the want of coin has destroyed 
confidence. 
The coia of ultimate redemp- 


tion must be increased or confidence can 
not be restored. 
No more gold can be 


obtained. The supply from mines must 
continue to decline. 


"The great gold fields of California and 


Australia are exhausted. If silver ia re- 
jected and silver mining slopped, more 
than one-half of the supply of gold will be 
cut off. A gold standard means inevitable 
and continued contraction. 
The world 


must have more money of ultimate redemp- 
tion than can be supplied with gold, or 
bankruptcy, fall in prices, hard times and 
poverty are inevitable. It is idle for the 
advocate of the gold standard to discuss 
the money question unless he can show 
that there is sufficient gold to snpply the 
legitimate demands for money, 


"The silver miners will bo satisfied with 


free coinage. They do not usk the Gov- 
ernment to buy their silver. 
They have 


no more right to do so than the faimer or 
manufacturer has to demand that the 
Government shall bay the commodity that 
he produces. The gold advocate does not 
trouble himself about the 'goose that lays 
the golden exg' for silver miners. 


"This diaoussioa is idle unless the ad- 


vocate of gold will attempt to show that 
there is gold onongh for use as money. If 
he can establish that fact the discussion 
ends. If he cannot prove that there is 
gold euougb I will then discuss with him 
how to snpply the deficiency. 
If the gold 


tdvocata who.answerej my last communi- 
cation is unable or unwilling to disoass the 
question, whether or not there is gold 
enough for money of ultimate redemption, 
I desire some othtr adversary who is both 
able and willing to rnset the issue. I de- 
siro information, and am open to convic- 
tion."

News of Importance Prom 


Home and Abroad. 


Parnell and Mrs. U'Sliea- 


Special to the Journal. 


LONDON, June 25.—It ia learned that the 


marriage of Parnell and Mrs, O'Shea took 
place at 10 o'clock this morning. 
The 


only witness to the ceremony were two 
servants from Mrs. O'Shea's house. The 
registrar was strictly enjoined not to give 
any information about the marriage, and 
promised to preserve the closest atcrecy. 
Faroe!! appeared to be well and in cheerful 
spirits, but occasionally threw nervous 
glances around him, apparently 
being 


somewhat anxious lest the wedding party 
be observed. Mjrs. O'Sbea was in dark 
attire, and wore a pink trimmed bonnet. 
She too was in good spirits and very vivac- 
ons, both before and after the ceremony. 
They announced that a second religious 
ceremony will take place in London im- 
mediately, so as to aiuisfy the Catholics 
Mrs. Parcel! was seen at WashiEgham 
IVrrace to-night. She said she and Par- 
nell were married this morning, bat she 
declined to have the ceremony performed 
in the church in London, there having 
been a difficulty in connection with the 
license. 


The Situation in Chili. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, June 25,—The Navy De- 


partment has received a report from Ad- 
miral McCann, on board tbe fligship Balti- 
more, dai.ed Iquique, Chili, May 25, saying 
that there has been no military or naval 
operations of importance in the north prov- 
inces recently. Since tbe loss of Blanco 
and Encaladn, most of the insurgent forces 
ane concentrating about nitrate ports. Tbe 
only efficient vessels remaining to the in- 
surgents are the iluascar, Esmeralda and 
Almiranto Oochrane. The remainder ia 
made up of a few old gunboats and armed 
transports, broken down and worn out re- 
maiua of the Chilian navy. There is, 
therefore, little or DO probability of a dem- 
onstration by water against Valparaiso or 
other southern ports by the revolutionary 
fleet, but on the contrary, the Government 
torpedo cruisers, Alroirante Lynch and Al- 
mirante Condel, and the armed transport 
Imperial, keep the insurgent vessels in mo- 
tion and nitrate ports in a constant state of 
alarm by threatening attacks.

"Lieutenant Finley's txplanation to a 


reporter was very simple. The Lieutenant 
said the people ojght to be informed BO 
that they oonld make their own forecast. 
'The great Summer question in California," 
said he, 'must be, how is the barometer at 
Winnemuoca? If it be high then we shall 
have northerly winds t,nd high lempera 
tures, 
If it be low, we will have westerly 


winds and cool weather. When the barom- 
eter at WinnemucoA is at 30.05 or above, 
look out for hot weather. When at 29.90 
or below, look for west winds at San Fran- 
cisco, cold winds and plenty of duet.' 


"The reason of this is that there is al- 


ways a high barometer on the ocean—off 
the coast—at this season of the vear. 
When, therefore, the baroruotsr ts high at 
Winnemuact), indiottiug another area of 
high barometer there, the wioda sweep out 
reversing the cyclonic motion, and rush to- 
ward the ocean. Tnere they are stopped 
by the area of high barometer over the 
ooeao. This forces them to the south over 
the heated lava beds and plains of southern 
Oregon and northwest Nevada. So when 
they reach California they are hot and sti- 
fling.

TVhnt Tools and Sundries to Take Along, 


How tho Camp Should TJo Selected—A 
XJit of Articles for tho Kit—Some of 
the Necessary Food Supplies. 


Too few of the boys who spend their 


vacation in tho wilderness study care- 
fully enough the methods adopted by 
persons of extensive camping experience. 
There is no pleasure in a holiday spent 
in the wilderness unless the campers 
understand how to make themselves com- 
fortable and to avoid the confusion and 
discomforts which fall to the lot of the 
ordinary greenhorn. 


Yet the whole thing is very easy to 


learn. 
For those who do not want to 


think out the subject for themselves let 
me give a few suggestions as the result 
of my own experience for a number of 
years of camp life, as well as the experi- 
ence of a large number of friends of 
mine. 


I always use n Norfolk jacket—called 
this country Oxford jacket, or belted 


coat—made loose, of strong homespun, 
and capable of being worn open when it 
is warm, or belted tight when the 
weather is cold. This coat looks quite 
sportsmanlike. The cap is a matter of 
choice, but I like best the deer stalker, 
which receives in this country the rather 
obvious name of fore-and-after. 
It 


should be of the same color and material 
as the coat. 


To be thoroughly de rigneur for wild 


life the camper should wear homespun 
or corduroy knickerbockers, with black 
or gray stockings, unless the region 
where he places his camp is badly 
plagued by mosquitoes, when he had 
better wear trousers, as the fly pests will 
put their bills clean through the stock- 
ings. The stockings should be of wool 
and ribbed. 


For lying about the camp, canoeing, 


boating or light tramping, thin yellow 
leather 
and sometimes canvas shoes 


might bo used, but for all heavy work 
there is nothing like a solid boot, roomy, 
with wide sole nnd wide heel, laced 
tightly about the ankle and resembling 
the old fashioned English shooting boot. 


For underwear woolen is far the best, 


because, while not over warm, this ma- 
terial rapidly throws off all moisture. 1 
should advise wool for outer as well as 
inner shirts, and the former should be of 
a color which will not too easily show 
stains. The drawers should be of the 
same material as the inner shirt. 


Two inner and two outer shirts, two 


pairs of drawers and, if possible, two 
pairs of trousers or knickerbockers—or 
better still, a pair of each—with one 
jacket, will be sufficient. 
Don't forget 


handkerchiefs, light socks, and any kind 
of belt that you prefer. 


THE KIT. 


Bo careful iu making up your kit. 
If 


you have long and rough travel and any 
portaging never take a box, no matter 
how many patents are attached to it or 
how convenient it may look on the 
tradesman's counter. 
It is inconvenient 


to carry in a boat and impossible to 
carry through the woods, 
I know noth- 


ing better than a good substantial bag, 
made of oiled canvas, thoroughly water- 
tight, and arranged so it can be laced 
snugly together. I have seen leather 
bags also which served the purpose ad 
mirably. 


Each camper requires a pair of blan- 


kets, gray or dark red; the clothing I 
have mentioned, say, two large crash 
towels, soap, small hand glass, comb and 
brush, tooth brush and paste, needles, 
thread, thimbles and buttons, a couple of 
pairs ot old kid gloves, a pair of scissors, 
pocket knife, belt sheath and sheash 
knife, a small bottlo of arnica, bottle of 
Jamaica ginger, a "book" of court plas- 
ter, a bottle of citrate of magnesia in 
powder, and two or three bottles of lax- 
ative pills, as advised by physician. I 
would not ad vise spirits, except a bottle 
of excellent brandy, to be used only 
after a severe wetting and when there 
are indications that a cold has set in. 


II you propose to camp at some place 


far away from a grocery store you must, 
of couroO, take your provisions along, 
and hero comes the most troublesoma 
part of j our camping outfit. 
You must 


have ton. coffee and sugar, sirup, bag of 
salt, bircuits, pepper, mustard, vinegar 
and cnriy. 
1 am u strong advocate of 


canned food for tho camp, and in this 
form should havo beef, lobster, salmon, 
tongue and perhaps tomatoes nnd corn, 
Bnttur i * also necessary, but, if possible, 
get it from tho nearest farm house. 


Bettor take along also a bag of "pre- 


pared" flour, buckwheat and rice, if you 
wish, and, above all, some tins of good 
condensed mills. Condensed coffee is also 
an excel Ion t article. 
You can have also 


prepared soups, chocolate, etc., which 
add to tho luxury of camp life. 
But be 


carcfnl about overweighing your bag- 
gage, 
ivich camper should have a tin 


plate Jin J cup, n spoo n, a knife and a fork. 


TOE CAMP. 


Tho c.unp should have a frying pan, 


three rru-duutcd tin kettles, the larger 
with tho capacity of a gallon or more, 
and one fitting closely into the other; at 
as for heavy chopping is necessary, ant 
it would bo well to have a sin-ail hatchet 
for light work. 
A pocket compass is in- 


dispentable, as are also parlor matches. 


There is no comfort in camping unless 


you take a tent, nnd the "A" structure, 
strong cotton, in my judgment, is best. 
One eight by ten feet and six feet high 
•will accommodate six persons. Better 
tako alojig your ridge pole and tent pins 
and always have an ample supply o: 
cord. 
It is well to take tent pins, be- 


causo sometimes you are suddenly over 
taken by a rain storm, or you reach the 
camping ground after dark, and it is in 
convenient or impossible to obtain tenl 
pins. 
Never tako crockerywaro, for ii 


is sure to break and heavy to carry. 


Sufficient attention is not always given 


to a camp site. 
In choosing the spol 


several considoinlions should weigh. 
I; 


should bo near wood nnd water, nnd 
•while secluded, should command a vieM 
of tho most picturesque parts of its sur 
rozradings.—New York Herald.
